Ambassador B. K. Nehru indicat- 
ed Sunday that Red China's inva- 
sion may change his country's

"I do not think India can evef 


be the same again," he said, "As 
far as nolicy is concerned, obvi' 
ously there will be some modifi- 
cations." 


Nehru, in an ABC television in-

An Open Letter to all Hope 
School District Voters 


Tomorrow we have an opportunity to help the school 


children in our district by voting for the 40 mill tax rate pro- 
posed by our school board and recommended by our Parent 
Teacher Associations. If approved, this 5 mill tax increase 
would increase the taxes on $5000.00 worth of property by $5.00 
at the most. As a former teacher, a former member of the 
Hope School Board, a parent and a taxpayer, I believe that 
the need for more local school support now is urgent. I know 
of no way it can be obtained now except to approve the 5 mill 
lax increase tomorrow. 


Verger High School is in grave danger of losing its 


North Central rating that many of our white and Negro 
citizens worked so hard to obtain. As 1 understand it most of 
the proposed 5 mill increase would go for more school class 
rooms, more teachers and other needed physical improve- 
ments. Some of our teachers have 50 or more students per 
class. 


Arkadelphia is a little smaller than Hope, but it has 


2 very large industries and several other sizeable industries 
within the District. It now pays 42 mills school tax and is voting 
tomorrow on 50. Arkadelphia's current expenditure per pupil 
is $242.00 of which $175.00 comes from local taxes. Hope 
spends $178.00 per pupil total, of which $106.00 comes from 
local sources. Texarkana pays 42 mills now and votes on 43. 
Ca'mden, Malvern, Fairview, Magnolia, Nashville. DeQueen 
all pay 40 mills or more, spend more per pupil total and more 
from local sources than Hope does. Lewisville pays 38 mills. 
Jonesboro now pays 40 mills and expends $215.00 per pupil 
of which $165.00 is from local sources. Yet both Nashville and 
DeQueen are now getting a new factory. 


The children in the Hope School District are our 


children. The schools belong to us to be used for their training. 
As one citizen reasonably familiar with the schools, tax assess- 
ments and tax payments in several of our neighboring coun- 
ties, I shall vote tomorrow for the prooosed 40 mill rate. 
I only ask that each of you study carefully the present need 
of our school children and the present available means of 
meeting that need. Then go vote tomorrow, and vote vour 
own convictions. I am writing and paying for this ad without 
anyone else knowing of my actions for in this I am acting 
as a private citizen who, like you, is deeply interested in 
the present 'and future needs of our schools.
